The New Brockton Town 
Council held a routine monthly 
meeting Monday evening, Oct. 
3, as the council worked through 
the agenda in a timely manner; 
however, there was one matter 
that seemed to deeply concern 
the council. 

During the department head 
reports, councilman Richard 
Driskell spoke on behalf of the 
recreation board and gave men- 
tion to an incident that occurred 
last weekend ‘at’ the ball field 
during the youth football games. 

Driskell said there had been 
an ongoing problem with par- 
ents upset because coaches were 
not playing every player on the 
teams.

to play a certain number of 
downs during a game. 

Driskell:said he hopesto have 
the new rule implemented by 
next year’s youth football sea- 
son.

Driskell to check and see if the

Club. He said if it is the recre- 
ation board, the town certainly 
will take the necessary steps to

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A new phone scam has been 
detected that has proven to work 
quite well. It is being used for 
identity theft, known as the 

“Jury Duty Scam.” 

This scam reportedly works 
by catching the victim off guard 
and makes them less vigilant 
about protecting their confiden- 
tial information, 

According to Coffee County 
Circuit Clerk Mickey Counts, 
the scam artist calls indicating 
he/she works for the local court 
system and says the victim has 
failed to report for jury duty. 

Counts said the victim may or 
may not have actually had jury 
duty or received a summons for 
jury duty. 

At that point, the caller tries to

take control and asks for the vic- 
tims confidential information, 
such as, Social Security number, 
drivers license number, birth 
date, and sometimes a credit 
card number. With this informa- 
tion the scammer has completed 
his/her mission to steal the vic- 
tim’s identity. 

Counts said he first heard of 
the scam through an email 
issued through the Better 
Business Bureau and the 
Administrative Office of Courts, 

So far, the scam has been 
reported. in. Michigan, Ohio, 
Arizona, Illinois, Pennsylvania, 
Minnesota, Oregon, 
Washington, and Counts said 
last week the scam is possibly 
taking effect in Alabama. He 


said there have been.a few calls 
with similarities reported to the 
Coffee County Courthouse in 
Enterprise, Ala. 

Counts said that most courts 
including Coffee County. send 
jury duty notices to potential 
jurors through the mail and 
would not ever call to notify a 
person they have court duty. He 
said the summons from Coffee 
County will include his name 
and a local telephone number 
not a toll-free number. 

Counts urges residents to be 
aware of this scam and not give 
confidential information over 
the phone.

Judge Sherling discussed the 
new school truancy law which 
was instituted by the Children's 
Policy Council this school year. 
After five days of unexcused 
absences, students (and parents) 
must appear before the truancy 


* court. 


This law was designed to 


keep children in school and 


decrease school dropout and 
long-term faillire. Schools are 
identifying students al greatest 
risk of school dropout and 
school social workers are work- 
ing with families to keep stu- 
dents in school until graduation. 
The social workers are also 
working with families to 
increase parenting skills so they 
will know how to help their 


school failure will be addressed 
in forums to educate parents 
about the truancy policy and to 
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available to help them with par- 
enting skills. 

Judge Sherling gave an 
example of a parent who 
refused to go to truancy court 
with her child, and they sent an 
officer to escort her to court, 
Truancy cases are not to be 
taken lightly. Court officials are 
working on ways to help par- 
ents become more responsible

The Nazi lho plans. Before daylight could turn to dusk, ie 
Saved Paris 


As daylight broke on August 2, 1944, a fifty- 
three year old Texan sat ina trailer in the mid- 
die of an apple orchard in Normandy, France. 
His name Was Dwight Eisenhower, and he was 
the Supreme Commander of the Allied 
Expeditionary Force that had stormed ashore 
on the beaches of Normandy nearly two 


months earlier. 


Eisenhower had just realized that his 
forces had to bypass Paris, leaving it in 
German hands for at. least another six 
weeks. As the report on the table in front 
of him: made clear, he had no choice, 
Written by Allied planners, it said: “The 
capture of Paris will require a civil affalrs 
commitment equivalent to keeping 
eight divisions in the field.” With nearly 
400,000 soldiers (37 divisions) racing 
towards Germany, they were already 
short of gasoline and supplies. How 
could he supply a liberated Paris? 

Nine hundred miles east of 
Eisenhower's trailer, Adolph Hitler sat

On August 7 the man chosen to carry out the 
German Fuhrer’s order arrived in Parls as its new 
commander. His name was General Dietrich von 
Choltitz. For the next twelve days, residents quietly 
went about their daily lives as German engineers 
mined the city’s bridges, water works, sewer system, 
museums, palaces, and even the Eiffel Tower. 

Then, early.on the morning of August 19, 
French resistance fighters attacked the Germans. 
Gaining control of the main police station, Paris City 
Hall, and other key buildings, they fought off 
German soldiers who counterattacked with tanks, 
bazookas, and machine guns. As casualties on both 

sides mounted, the Swedish Consul General, Raoul 
Nordling, met with von Choltitz near dusk and 
negotiated a truce. 

Von Choltitz agreed to the truce because, 
for the first time in his distinguished career, he 
questioned his orders; He realized Germany 

would lose the war, and believed history would 
never forgive the man who destroyed the most 
beautiful city in Europe. What could he do? 
Three days later, on August 22, von 
Choltitz Invited Nordling to his office fora 
drink, He showed him: his orders, and then 
explained that only if the Allies liberated Paris 
within forty-eight to, seventy-two hours 
could the city be saved, After that, German,

Dietrich von Choltitz served nearly three 
years as an Allied prisoner of war,and then returned 
to his home In Germany where he lived until his 
death in 1966.

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found City of Elba electric crews working to replace a light pole near the intersection of Claxton Avenue 
and Simmons Street. While the reason for the replacement was not immediately evident, a little research 
revealed the light pole was damaged during the early morning hours after being struck by a vehicle in 
which the driver was attempting to eliide police officers. Shortly after midnight Tuesday morning, Oct, 
11; an officer with the Elba Police Department clocked the driver of a small pickup truck traveling at a 
fate of speed above the legal limit coming into Elba on Hwy. 87 near the levee, According to reports, 
the officer was going to attempt to stop the driver for speeding when he tried to elude the officer: Upon 
reaching the intersection of Claxton Ave. and Simmons St., the driver apparently lost control and col- 
lided with the light pole. He then tried to flee on foot; however, officers were able to capture him. 
Officers also found the pickup truck to be reported as stolen. The driver, Richard Scott McConnell, age 
22, of Elba was arrested and charged with receiving stolen property, first; speeding, attempting to elude, 
running a stop sign and driving with.a suspended driver’s license, Following his arrest, McConnell was 
placed in the Coffee County Jail, As officers with the Elba Police Department continue investigating

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The Elba City Council took 
the first step to get back into the 
garbage § pick-up business 
Monday evening. They also let a 
bid to demolish more of the old 
high school and passed a resolu- 


tion for an airport grant applica-

tion. Routine monthly bills were 
approved for payment. 

Request for bids on a garbage 
truck will be going out very 
soon. The council approved the 
action after reviewing the new 
bids to pick up the municipal 
garbage. The city will have to 
act swiftly in order to be ready 
when the ‘existing contract 
expires, but the mayor thinks it 
can be done. 

The garbage pick-up has 
been costing the city (or resi- 
dents) $175,000 per year, plus 
landfill fees. The new bids to 
replace the expiring contract, 
and there were only two bid- 
ders, increased as much ‘ds 
$253,000 per year. 

Mayor James Grimes told 
council members that the City 
of Elba could get back into the 
garbage pick-up for much less 
money, even buying a new 
truck this year. He estimated it 
would cost a total of $200,000 
the first year. Grimes explained 
that a second truck would be 
needed, but could hopefully 
wait a couple of years. He esti- 
mated it would take two addi- 
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tional employees to operate the 
garbage truck, with the street 
department helping out during 
times of sickness, etc.’ The esti- 
mates on annual gasoline costs 
were based on the documented 
expenses of operating the trash 
pick-up trucks, 

Danny's Dozier was low bid- 
der on demolishing the audito- 
rium and the East wing of the 
old Elba High School, The bid 
was $20,000 to tear down the 
decaying facility and dispose of 
the debris. The only. other bid 
was for $80,000. The work 
must be completed by March 
31, 2006. 

A’ resolution. was passed 
authorizing an application in the 
amount of $42,504.00 from the 
State of Alabama Department of 
Transportation, This will be 
used in the Carl Folsom Airport 
upgrade which is underway. The 
2006 part of this ongoing proj- 
ect is expected to. cost 
$1,700,000, with the major por- 
tion coming from federal funds. 
Mayor Grimes said these funds 
will. be used to acquire some 
additional properties, clearing 
and grubbing on - property 
already acquired and for runway 
and taxiway constriction. 

Monthly bills ~ totaling 
$169,420.76 were approved for 
payment. Grimes noted that 
some of this was a $13,441.50 
payment for work onthe down- 
town redevelopment and 


$44,000 was the work on the 
street repairs from damages 
during the sewer repair work 
several years ago. 
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
